Since tte barrier >-as introduced 


some years ago -as an aid to starting 
tlaorongrhbred race :i»rse:s bardly a sea- 
son has passed without more or less 
experimenting cither iu tbe sty.e of the 
bari-ier used or the method of having 
the horses line up.
